The two men, th 
one in the thirties and the other in 
h.3 seventies, were followed with in 
tense interest bv both the commis 
sooners and the crowd throughout the 
day, and the contest was resumed 
this morning. 
The fourth demand of 
the union, which calls for a yearly 
trade agreement, and which means a 
straightont recognition of the union, 
was the bone of contention, and al­ 
though four hours were taken up in 
a discussion 
of 
the question, not 
much material progress was made. 
Wayne MacVeagh skilled in the art 
of 
cross-examination, attempted 
*o 
show the utter irresponsibility of the 
union and its unfitness to make con 
tracts which it could not live tip to. 
His principal argument was the a1 
leged boycott, and he often 
hard 
pressed the miners' president for an 
answt r. 
The latter, however, slowly 
and deliberately gave some reply, but 
they did not always satisfy his in­ 
quisition. 
Mr. 
MacVeagh. 
in 
the 
presenc e of the assemblage, expressed 
his admiration cf the ability of the 
witness, and on one occasion, when 
Mr. Mitchell parried a question re 
guiding the boycotting of coal and 
iron policemen bv a hotelkeeper, the 
distinguished attorney threw up his 
hands, laughed and said: 
“Mr. Mitchell, you are tho best wit 
ness for yourself that I ever con 
fronted.” 
Mr. MacVeagh weighed heavily on 
what he said was a reign of terror 
in the anthracite region during the 
period of the strike. He read a list of 
14 names of men who were killed dur­ 
ing that time, and also submitted 
in evidence about 75 printed oases 


of acts cf alleged violence, boycott 
and intimidation, and. with tho as 
si st a nee of stacks of other documents, 
maintained that it would be utterly 
impracticable for the coal companies 
he represented to enter into agree­ 
ments wit ii an organization that could 
not control its own mon. 
Mr. Mitch­ 
ell stoutly maintained that the dis­ 
cipline cf the organization is as good 
as it possibly could he where 147,000 
men are involved. 
He claimed that 
the strikers were 
not 
entirely re­ 
sponsible for the ai ts of lawlessness 
that were committed. 
Tie regretted 
that members of the union had. in 
some instances, 
violated 
the 
law, 
even after they had been warned to 
refrain from doing so. but made the 
excuse that In times of groat excite­ 
ment there was always more or less 
disorder. 
In answer to questions he 
said that th re was no reign of ter 
m r and he had no information that 
such was the case during the late 
strike, conditions arise that are “in 
tolerable'' or “unfortunate.’’ 
Reply 
ing to specific instances pointed out 
to him by Mr. MacVeagh, where men 
had been deterred from going to work 
through fear of personal harm or so 
cial ostracism for themselves 
an i 
families, Mr. Mitchell said that 
some cases men play have been de 
terred, but denied the assertion that 
such alleged acts prevented the mines 
from being operated. 
He said that 
when the strike was declared every 
mine worker in the region quit work 
and remained out even after the en 
tire national guard of the state had 
been thrown into the coal fields. 
In 
short, he paid. that the men would 
not have gone to work under any 
perditions. 
The commission adjourned until to­ 
day. Mr. MaeVeagh was still engaged 
in crcss-examin.ng Mr. Mitchell on 
boycotts and acts of violence to show 
th" Irresponsibility of the organiza­ 
tion.
